GANTT'S “THE” DECISION

Former Federal Jurist 


at Memorial Exercisss 


Denounces Newspapers That Criticised 
Ruling as False and Fickle. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 14—Judge 
John F. Phillips of Kansas City, former 


Federal Judge, defended, at the memo- 
rial exercises for the late Judge B. 
Gantt today, the latter's famous deci- 
sion wherein he reversed and remanded 
® criminal case because the word “the” 
was omitted from the indictment. The 
speech was delivered before the Supreme 
Court and its commissioners. 

Judge Phillips declared the great 
weight of judicial authority supported 
Judge Gantt in his “‘the’ decision. He 
said the word “the” in an indictment 
is just as essential as any other word. 
He went into the history of decisions 
wherein cases had been reversed because 
of the omission of “‘the”’ and said the 
first decision was written by the late 
Judge James D. Fox and that Judge 
Gantt had followed the precedent set by 
Fox. “The” is a word of particular 
significance and is absolutely essentia! 
to the correctness and legality of an in- 
dictment, he said. 

Judge Phillips denounced newspapers 
for their criticisms of the ‘‘the’’ opinion. 
“The closing days of Judge Gantt’s 
judicial career is a striking illustration 
of the fickleness and caprice of that 
false-hearted harlot, the newspaper, so 
often taken as the symbol of public 
opinion and at whose feet so many sac- 
rifice.

Friendly Geme of Pitch. 

Copeman, who pretended he’ did not 
know Winters, suggested a friendly 
game of pitch. Wever and Laney were 
willing, they said, so long as it was 
not for money. Copeman, after assuring 
the others in the party he did not be- 
lieve in gambling, produced a deck of 
cards and dealt a hand. 

Wever, glancing at his hand, discov- 
ered four aces. He remarked that he 
had a “dandy poker hand.” 

“I’ve got a pretty good poker layout 
myseif,’’ said Copeman, and he apparent- 
ly unwillingly allowed Wever to see his 
hand, which contained a full houge— 
three queens and a pair of eights. 

“I'd like to bet a little money 6n thig 
hand,’’ said Wever, believing that be- 
cause Winters and Laney remained ai- 
lent, they nad nothing in the poker line. 

“I'll bet $10 on what I’ve got,” sala 
Copeman. 

Third Hand Was Best. 

“That's a go,” said Wever, and he 
winked at Laney and Winters. 

‘Believe I'll take a little of thatwny- 
self,” said Winters .in seeming heai- 
tancy. 

Then when Wever accepted the bet, 
Laney became interested and offered to. 
bet $10 on. Wever’s hand. 

When the players threw down their 
cards Wever was astonished to see that 
Winters had a straight flush. 

“It beats me what hands you fellows 
held,”” remarked Copeman as Winters 
raked in the money. 

“And it beats me how suckers are 
born every minute,” said Special Agent 
Jack Griffin, who had stepped into the 
car in time to hear the wagers and rec-’ 
ognize Copeman and Winters. 

Locked Them in Car. 

Griffin gave the conductor orders to 
keep. Copeman and Winters locked in 
the car, and when Tower Grove Sta- 
tion was reached he turned the pris- 
oners over to Policeman Sheat of the 
Magnolia Avenue District.

P. J. Nolan, Who Worked at 
“Forest Home”, Tells How 
Law Was Evaded. 


SAYS HE WAS A PARTNER 


Answers Suit on Note by Coun- 
ter Claim, but Judge Decides 
Against Him. 


Light was shed on the inside workings 
of Campbell's: Forest Home, one of St. 
Louis County’s most widely known road- 
houses, in a suit at Clayton, Tuesday, of 
Mrs. Elisabeth Campbell, to recoyer $1683 
loaned to Peter J. Nolan, an employe, 
in 1906. ee 

Nolan ‘testified that in all the time he 
was employed at the roadhouse the 


place never closed on a single Saturday 


night at midnight or Sunday, in com- 
Diiance with the law. He declared he 
brought a measure of order when he be- 
came official peace preserver at the 
place. 

“Before I came there,” he said, “they 
used to turn out the lights on Saturday 
nights and turn the place over to the 
people.”” By “the people,’’ those in the 
courtroom understood him to mean men 
and women who frequented the place. 

Nolan Tells of Agreement. 

Nolan also told of an alleged agrée- 
ment in which he said he and Campbell 
entered in June 189. By this agree- 
ment, he declared, the place was cap- 
italized at $25,000; he and his wife were 
to work there, he receiving $15 a week 
and she $10 a week for their work until 
$12,500 in profits were realized. After 
that, he said, he was to get half the 
profits. 

George ' Campbell, manager of the 
place, which is owned in his wife's 
mame, gave testimony tending to show 
that Nolan was only an all-round handy 
man, who was to “preserve peace,” help 
out the bartender and do other odd jobs. 
He denied any such contract as Nolan 
mentioned. 

Nolan said he quit the place in 1911. 
Asked for an explanation, he remarked 
that for the last six months he and Mrs. 
Campbell were not on speaking terms. ~ 

“Place. Was a Gold Mine.” 

“The place Was a gold mine,” he de- 
clared, and. added, when asked what he 
meant by that, that In the two years 
he-wae-there the gross proceeds. were 
$104,000. : 

“And at that, the business was about 
100-per cent profit,”” he said. 

The Campbdelis testified that after 
they’ had loaned the money to Nolan he 
refused to give ‘a note for it. Nolan 
said he refused to do so because Mrs. 
Campbell refused to put the alleged 
partnership agreement in writing. 

Senator A. E. L. Gardner, attorney for 
the Campbells, asked Nolan if he had 
ever pleaded guilty to gambling and the 
answer brought smiles to the faces of 
the audience. 

“Yes, I pleaded guilty,”” was the re- 
sponse, ‘“‘at your solicitation.” 

Nolan Loses Suit. 

Judge Wurdeman found in favor of 
the Campbells, after calling Nolan’s ac- 
count of the partnership preposterous 
and saying that if Campbell had made 
such an agreement he was a fit subject 
for a Probate Court inquiry. 

Campbell’s Forest Home was ordered 
closed by the county authorities’ re- 
cently.

clared by A. T. Perkins at a special 
stockholders’ meeting Monday after- 
noon in the board of directors’ room 
at the St. Louis Union Trust Co.

NEW YORK "WORLD 


Democratic Candidate for Mayor 
of New York Announces 
Plan of Campaign. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 14.—Edward E. Mc- 
Call, Democratic candidate for Mayor, 
last night announced that he would 
make his principal attack during the re- 
mainder of the campaign upon Ralph 


Pulitzer of the New York World. 

“I am going to try to put that cub 
out of business,” he said. “I realize 
‘that I'am only one weak man, with only 
two hands and voice, against a. big, 
powerful newspaper controlled by this 
cub, but I shall; keep up the fight as 
long as there is breath in my body 
against this cub who is debasing jour- 
nalism in this community. 

“I think, the city is ripe for just such a 
fight as this. I glory in his opposition. 
It is the one thing In the campaign that 
suits me best. If I am elected I shall 
use every power within my reach, offi- 
clally and personally, to drive that cub 
from any position where he can ever 
again abuse public men. 

Says He Has Pulitzer’s “Record.” 

“TI have his whole record at Harvard 
and when I say to you that not one of 
you would pay him $10 a week for any- 
thing -he could do for you, I am not 
speaking idly.

Rochester Professor Asserts 
Morality Declines With Ad- 
vance of Feminist Movement. 


By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 14—That the rise of 


the feminist movement is responsible 
for an‘increase in immorality is the be- 
lief of Walter Rauschenbusch, professor 
of church history in the Rochester The- 


ological Seminary, who is widely <nown 


among German churchmen. His opin- 


ions are set forth in an article in the 
current issue of the Biblical World, off 
the press: today. 

In discussing ‘‘some moral aspects of 
the woman movement” Dr. Rauschen- 


jtusch declares that with the develop- 


ment of the movement nearly every 
phase of human life and actions is un- 
Sergoing a change. 

The loosening of the bonds which held 
women to propriety, he says, has result- 
ed. in a social condition in ‘vhich the 
men are more modr § than the women 
and the attitudd o: 
and of women towzrd men has been 
completely switched around. The change, 
he writes, makes a test of women in 
which they will have to exercise their 
inherited tnstincts to avoid falling into 
social pitfalls.

The Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri is 
controlled by the Southwestern Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., which in turn 
is controlled by the American Telegraph 
and Telephone Co., popularly known as 
the ‘‘Tel-Tel Trust.” 

In 1909, the Bell company made a re- 
duction of $0 a year in the rate for 
business telephones, in a rate cutting 
war with the Kinloch Telephone Co., its 
local competitor. The Bell company an- 
nounced an increase in rates for all 
classes of telephones to be effective Feb. 
1, 1912, but. an attempt by the House of 
Delegates to pass restrictive legislation 
resulted’in a compromise by which the 
company and the Assemblymen agreed 
to await the report of the local com- 
mission, before attempting rate changes. 
The passage of the State Pubne Serv- 
ce Commission act in April, 1913, stripped 
the Municipal Assembly of its power in 
this field. 


Kinloch Inqniry Abandoned. 
The local commission began an ifin- 


ventory ef Kinloch properties after it 
started the Bell investigation, but lack 
of funds forced the abandénment of the 
secoaa inquiry. The commission will 
submit its final report in a short time 
on the public.-waterworks, recommending 
a new schedule of rates. 

James E. Allison, the third member of 
the original commission, resigned last 
April to engage in private practice, and 
nas since assisted the commission as 
ebnsulting engineer. Commissioners 
Hornsby and Waterworth plan ‘to re- 
sign immediately after the waterworks 
report is submitted, terminating the. ex- 
istence of the commission established 
by Mayor Rolla Wells in March, 1909. 
It was the first municipal commission in 
the United States. \

TRIAL FOR DEATH 
OF TWO WOMEN 


Accused of Having Used Occult 
. Demonstration to Bring 
About Suicide Agreement.

MURFREESBORO, Ark., Oct. 14.—F. 


G. Farrell, a blind and infirm spiritual- 
istic medium of Glenwood, was placed 
on trial in the Circuit Court here today, 
charged with being an accessory 
through his occult demonstrations to 
the murder of Mrs. T. J. Turner ‘and 
Miss Rhodie Carter of Glenwood.

Minutes of seances held by Farrell 
with the Turners are in the possession of 
the State and will be used as evidence.

Instructor at Armory Arrested 
for Tapping Wire to Ligh 
His House. .

MILK SHORTAGE UNLIKELY 
IN ST. LOUIS THIS WINTER 


Dealers Predict Prices Will Not 
Be Any Higher Than 


Usual. 

A shortage of milk in St. Louis is not 
likely this winter, according to local 
dealers. Neither will retail prices be 
any higher than usual, although dealers 
say they have to meet the demand of 
the milk producers for higher wholesale 
prices. The maximum price to consum- 
ers will be 9 cents a quart, according tv 
the managers of several] big dairies. 

St. Louls dealers say they are paying 
to the producers 18 and 19 cents a gal- 
lon, the price demanded by the South- 
ern Illinois Milk Producers’ Association. 
The association has been trying to get 
the dairymen to sign a six-months’ con- 
tract to pay these prices. The dairy 
company owners have refused and are 
making purchases from individual pro- 
ducers, as formerly. 
The contention of the producers is 
that they have to have higher prices 
for milk this winter or go out of busi- 
ness. The extreme dry weather of last 
summer killed the pastures and cur- 
tailed the corn and hay crop. This has 
made prices of all feed very high, they 
say.

UN SHIP, ON: WAY 
TO UNITED STATES 


Entire Town Near His Villa in 
Rheinish Prussia Turns Out 
in Late Brewer’s Honor. 


The body of Adolphus Busch was 
placed on board the Kronpring Wilhelm, 


which sailed from Bremen Tuesday for 
the United States, according to a ca- 
blegram to the Post-Dispatch. The body 
probably will reach St. Louis in time t9 
hold the funeral Oct. 25. 

The Busch party left Lilly Villa, the 
summer home, near Weisbaden, Monday 
afternoon. The population of the entire 
village was at the station when the 
body was placed in a private car to be 
taken to Bremen. 

The Anheuser-Busch Brewery in St. 
Louis is one of the principal assets in 
the great estate. His associates re- 
called that about 12 years ago Busch 
refused an offer of $12,000,000 from the 
English syndicate for the brewery. The 
property has increased greatly in value 
since that time, and the lowest esti- 
mate placed on it by persons in a posi- 
tion to know its real value is $15,000,000. 
Busch was practically the sole owner of 
the brewery. 


The brewery is assessed at $4,034,- 
680. This assessment is based on a 
real estate value of $3,980,500, and 
personal property of $126,180. Prop- 
erty is assessed in St. Louis at only 
two-thirds of its value... The asses- 
sor’s valuation is shown therefore 
by figures to be approximately $6,- 
000,000. 

Busch owned besides his brewery 
holdings, real estate in St. Louis as- 
sessed at $439,220, and personal prop- 
erty of $636,310. His personal assess- 
ments aggregate $1,075,530. 

His St. Louis bank stocks, not car- 
ried in his personal assessments, 
show a market value of more than 
$500,000. 

Owned Other Enterprises. 

Besides his brewery and real estate 
and personal holdings, Busch was the 
principal owners of the Manufactures’ 
Railway, which was recently valued at 
$2,750,000 by one of its officers. He was 
also the principal owner of the Busch- 
Diesel Engine Co., whose plant is said 
to be worth $600,000. 

His St. Louis property, according to 
his close business associates, will show 
a value of many millions. He owned 
many valuable corners in St. Louis occu- 
pied as saloon property, which are not 
shown either in his personal noldings or 
the brewery, title being vested in some- 
one else, 

His Texas properties, including the 
$1,000,000 Adolphus Hotel at Dallas, and 
two breweries, worth $5,000,000, and nu- 
merous depots, a 17-story office build-

Some of His Stock Holdings. 

His business associates were unable 
to give an exact list of his stockhold- 
ings in different corporations. He is 
said to have owned $1,000,000 worth of 
Laclede Gas stock, $250,000 of United 
Railways stocks, $350,000 of Frisco Rail- 
road stock at its present valuation, $250,- 
000 of North American stock and abeut 
$2,000,000 worth of the American Bot- 
tling Co. stock. He owned approximate- 
ly $275,000 worth of American Malt Co. 
stock and $200,000 of Rock Island Rail- 
road bonds. 

His properties in New York City are 
estimated at more than $1,000,000. Sunset 
Inn, in St. Louis County, with its 
ground, was another of his valuable 
holdings. 

The worst investment he ever made, 
his friends say, was in the stock and 
bonds of the United States Independent 
Telephone Co. He lost heavily in that 
enterprise, and also on his Unitka Rail- 
ways and Frisco Railroad stocks. As a 
rule, he exercised good judgment in ge- 
lecting investment securities. The re-| 
turns from his large investments gave 
him an enormous yearly income.

MRS, EATON’S TRIAL
